Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative requested clarification of the subsituent 
group shown attached to the binaphthyl skeleton in compound "2-7" of Suzuirsato et al. The examiner interpreted the 
group as a heteraromatic ring system having carbon groups within the claimed range and no point of attachment to the 
binaphthyl group is currently specified in the claims. Applicant suggested amending the claims to further specify a 
point of attachment for the heteroaryl ring group. The examiner indicated such an amendment may overcome the 
currently applied prior art, but will have to fully consider such an amendment when received. No agreement was 
reached .
